One of the finest of all 
shrubs. The graceful feathery foliage is of silvery-blue color, and 
rosy pink flowers appear all summer. Note: Cut back branches to 
at least half of their length at planting. This will insure successful 
growth. 

ROSE TREE OF CHINA (Prunus triloba). This beautiful shrub is com- 
pletely covered with double, pink flowers resembling small roses in 
early spring.
